WHY A GOOD COLLEGE SHOULD HAVE A CHAPTER OF 
PI KAPPA DELTA 


There are many institutions in which there is strong forensic endeavor 
and in which there are no chapters of national forensic organizations. Fol- 
lowing are the reasons why such an institution should have a chapter of 
Pi Kappa Delta installed: 


Pi Kappa Delta is an honorary organization the purpose of which is to 
promote scholarship and forensic endeavor. 


Its members are elected on a basis of merit, and not on a basis of social 
prestige. , 


Pi Kappa Delta has a definite policy of expansion. It does not limit 
its number of chapters. Some other forensic organizations do. 


Since its organization in 1912, the chapter roll has grown to twenty- 
four chapters and more are being considered—a growth which we believe to 
be excelled by no other forensic organization. 


Members attaining the degree of “special distinction” in Pi Kappa 
Delta are eligible to membership in Delta Sigma Rho. 


The Pi Kappa Delta emblem—the gold key—makes a distinction be- 
tween debaters and orators and designates the achievements of the wearer. 


Pi Kappa Delta is the leading forensic organization among the small 
colleges, state colleges, and smaller universities.

WHAT OUGHT A LOCAL CHAPTER TO DO? 


It should—

Elect a reporter and send news about itself and members to the 
Forensic. 


Be scrupulously careful to report its new members to the General Sec- 
retary on the regular application blanks, and to the Editor of the Forensic 
on the catalog cards. (These blanks and cards may be obtained by applica- 
tion to these officers). 

Be particular about reporting changes in order and degree of all 
members. 

Send a cut (dimensions four inches by six inches) and a chapter letter 
to the Forensic each year for the Annual Number in June. 

Elect officers promptly and report them for publication in the Forensic. 

Hold a banquet for all Forensic men in the institution each year. 
(Make a hit with the Alumni by inviting them.) 

Boost debate and oratory all the time, and push the standard of work 
done as high as possible. , 

Spread information about Pi Kappa Delta among the forensic men of 
eligible institutions. 

See to it that every member pays his dues, and that the dues are for- 
warded to the General Secretary-Treasurer. 

Send a delegate to all state, province or national conventions of Pi 
Kappa Delta. 
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Invite forensic alumni of eligible standing to graduate or alumni mem- 
bership. 


Elect to honorary membership members of the faculty not of the de- 
partment of public speaking who have achieved distinction for ability before 
audiences. 


Be on the alert at all times to strengthen the position of Pi Kappa 
Delta. 


Query—Can all this be done by meeting once a year, or by allowing 
the officers to hibernate after the regular annual election?

The Kansas Epsilon Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta has cause to be prouder 
than ever this year of the report it is able to make to the National Presi- 
dent of Pi Kappa Delta. 

War conditions prevail, of course, in every chapter. The Fairmount 
Chapter found itself in September of 1917 with only five members, two 
men and three women. One of these men, Marion LeCocq, who holds the 
Special Distinction Degree, left the last of September for Fort Logan. The 
chapter has therefore weathered thru the year with four members, all loyal 
and working earnestly for Pi Kappa Delta and for debate and oratory in 
Fairmount. The year’s forensic work has been done very largely by new 
recruits. Ten of the eleven representing Fairmount this year were new to 
forensic work. 

With this group of new material Fairmount has captured nevertheless 
her share of forensic victories. 

Elbert Hensley secured second place in the Divisional State contest. 
Louise Burche took fourth place in the Women’s contest. The second place 
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in the Prohibition contest also came to Fairmount, Lee McPherson being 
the representative. 

In debate the success has been even more marked. In the State Pent- 
angular, Fairmount won two decisions, three to nothing and two to one. In 
the Women’s Triangular debate Fairmount won both debats. 

All of the four girls who represented Fairmount this year were work- 
ing at intercollegiate debate for the first time. Results have been most 
gratifying. With practically the whole quartette back next year, watch 
things move for Fairmount to the honor of Pi Kappa Delta. 

Of those ten new recruits eight have received their membership certi- 
ficates to the ranks of Pi Kappa Delta. 

The chapter looks forward to a big year. As have all the chapters, we 
have given our best material to the country’s service. Our Service Flag 
represents a big majority of our membership. Still there is great oppor- 
tunity for much patriotic service all the time and for next year’s Forensic 
season. The World War will do much to strengthen the bond of fellowship 
and loyalty among Pi Kappa Delta members, both those who go and those 
who stay at home.

SOUTH DAKOTA BETA 


School here has been closed practically all fall on account of the influ- 
enza epidemic, opening only a few weeks ago, so that the forensic year has 
just begun. 

Of the thirteen members here last year, eight are in college this year, 
three men and five women. Of these three men, two are members of the 
local S. A. T. C. unit, and so are out of forensics until demobilization. (The 
military schedule does not allow time for any activity outside of the military 
curriculum). Of the other five members, four graduated last spring, and 
one, Charles Vogel, is in the service. (Address unknown). I believe that 
he intends to return as soon as he is mustered out. He is one of our most 
promising men. 

Debate prospects are not very bright, so far as the men are concerned. 
We have only one experienced debater at present, though the demobilization 
of the S. A. T. C. unit will liberate two more. There is very little material in 
this year’s Freshman class for an intercollegiate team. I do not know what 
the situation is in the other colleges of the state, but am writing them to 
find out. I think it rather unlikely that we shall be able to participate in 
any intercollegiate debates. We have more and better material for women’s 
teams, and may be able to arrange an intercollegiate debate or two. 

In spite of the discouraging outlook for intercollegiate debate, there 
are more men and women here, interested in forensics, than ever before. 
In view of intercollegiate contests we are arranging a series of inter-class 
and inter-society debates, which I am certain will do a great deal to foster 
interest and develop our raw material. The future outlook for forensics 
is in all very promising. When we have recovered from our temporary 
slump due to loss of students, I expect Huron to be stronger forensically 
than she has been for years. Genuine interest and enthusiasm are growing 
rapidly. We are accumulating, largely thru the Pi Kappa Delta organiza- 
tion, a body of local forensic traditions that in my opinion insures our for- 
ensic future. 
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I am very glad to hear of the installation of a chapter at Simpson, 
of the prospects at Yankton, and of the bright outlook thruout the organi- 
zation.

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WE WEATHERED THE STORM 


Apologies are due the chapters of Pi Kappa Delta for the lateness of 
this issue. The editor, having been called to Louisiana to act as Executive 
Secretary of the Student Division of the United War Work Campaign, spent 
the better part of October and November in that state. His work left him 
no time for other activities. Then, too, it seemed difficult to get response 
from the different chapters, to find out what they were doing. 

This condition of things is readily accounted for. The dire combina- 
tion of the influenza pandemic and the S. A. T. C. produced disastrous 
effects upon all student organizations. The S. A. T. C. did keep many men 
in the colleges, but left them little or no time to devote to things other than 
military, not even to their studies. The consequence has been a great unrest 
and an absence of accomplishment in the forensic, as well as in many an- 
other field. 

The clouds have rolled by and have left the sky bright with promise for 
the future. Pi Kappa Delta, as will be seen from the chapter letters, has 
weathered the storm in excellent fashion. The demobilization of the S. A. 
T. C. has occurred early enough to enable all colleges to plan for debates 
and oratorical contests in the latter part of the academic year. It will be 
the solemn duty of every member of Pi Kappa Delta to cooperate to the 
utmost in bringing these contests about and in making them a success. Our 
organization has an immense part to play in “Making Democracy safe for 
the World.””

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PUSH PI KAPPA DELTA’S GROWTH 


It gives us very great pleasure and, at this time, peculiar satisfaction 
to welcome the two new chapters whose installations are recorded on an- 
other page. The Chapter at Kalamazoo College is our “farthest East.” We 
have not yet crossed the Alleghenies, but it is some years since we reached 
the Pacific coast. Pi Kappa Delta, as is natural for an organization hav- 
ing its origin in the Middle West, has had its greatest development in that 
section. The Kalamazoo chapter, however, is a long step Atlanticward. 
We predict that it will be the first of a large number of chapters of Pi Kap- 
pa Delta in that rich territory of strong small colleges to the east of 
Illinois. It is in the college that our organization recognizes its main field 
of expansion. The agreement with Delta Sigma Rho published in our last 
issue indicates the understanding which we have with that organization re- 
garding our policy. 

For years oratory and debate of a high order have been pursued in 
dozens of the educational institutions outside of the large state or endowed 
universities, these being sometimes almost the only intercollegiate activi- 
ties engaged in by them. It has been no uncommon occurrence for a big 
university to go down to a forensic defeat before one or more of the so- 
called small colleges. Since its inception, Pi Kappa Delta has felt that 
recognition should be accorded to all intercollegiate forensic endeavor of 
merit regardless of the size of the institution in which it occurs. 

Kalamazoo College, having an especially good forensic tradition, as 
well as being recognized as an excellent educational institution, is just the 
type of school in which we wish a large development. 

Simpson College at Indianola, Iowa, is another institution of highly de- 
sirable character. We feel that in these two institutions the ideals of Pi 
Kappa Delta will be cherished worthily and will bring wonderful results in 
the not far distant future. 

In looking over the list of Chapters of Pi Kappa Delta, one feels that 
in five years the organization has made remarkable progress. That period 
of time has seen the establishment of twenty-four chapters. Of these, for 
various reasons, four have become inactive. We hope, however, to see at 
least two of them revived. It may be interesting to some of our readers to 


see the chapter roll up to date.

REVIEWS 


The editor has received what is believed to be the first issue of “The 
Zeta,” the publication of Zeta Kappa Psi, which is, so far as is known, the 
only girls’ honorary national forensic organization in the United States. The 
copy of “The Zeta” received is an attractive little publication setting 
forth the history and aims and ideals of Zeta Kappa Psi. Besides the chap- 
ter letters and editorials, personals of the various members are given. The 
organization has four chapters on its roll, and the members are to be com- 
mended for their militant interest in forensic endeavor. Judging from the 
keen interest displayed in “The Zeta,” a brilliant future is predicted for 
Zeta Kappa Psi. Miss Lola Sloop, Kansas State Agricultural College, Man- 
hattan, is president of the organization, and Rosalind Bates, University of 
Oregon, Eugene, is editor of the publication. 


An interesting publication recently received is the 1918 issue of “The 
Gavel,” the official organ of the Delta Sigma Rho honorary society. Fea- 
tures of special interest in “The Gavel’ are the large number of personal 
items about active and alumni members, items of general interest, and 
notes relating to the forensic activities of various educational institutions. 
Questions debated during the year, the results of oratorical contests and 
clippings from exchanges are interesting bits of reading contained in the 
publication. It is noted, however, that an item states that Zeta Kappa Psi, 
a women’s honorary forensic society, had been organized at Minnesota, and 
that a plan was on foot to make it a national organization. As a matter of 
fact, Zeta Kappa Psi was organized at the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege in 1914, and by the installation of a chapter at Minnesota, the organi- 
zation became national. ‘The Gavel” is an interesting publication in every 
way and we hope to be favored with other issues from time to time.
